Two hundred and fifty anti-aircraft gun a have arrived In Shanghai from the 
USSR, 

Forty long range heavy artillery nieces are to be sent to the coast facing 
the Ghoushnn Islands by means of the Shanghai^Hangchow Railroad. 

Military forces in the Chenhai (l2l-*42 t 29~59) area have be-n increased by 
the addition of the 25 ^nd 26 divisions of the 6 Arry Gronn of the 2 Field 
Arny under LIU Po-cheng and of the 30 Division of the 3 aw Group of the 
same Field Army. These trooue are practicing the use of small junks and 
landing tactics in night operations. 

Great quantities of cotton, foodstuffs and military snnulles are stored in 
warehotws along the Bund and Soochow Creek in Shanghai, Communist soldiers 
are living in th^se warehouses.
